FIRST  :  OF  THE  WINTER  QUARTER,  1795. 

WHICH  begins  Monday,  21ft  December,  1795,  7n* 
15  P,  M.  at  that  time  20  deg.  of  Aries  is  on  the 
mid-heaven,  10  deg.  the  royal  fign  Leo  sfcends,  27  deg. 
thereof,  being  on  the  etifp  of  the  fecond  houfe.  Surely 
German  rapacity  is  not  to  cozen  us  out  of  more  money  1 
and  yet  either  they,  or  fome  acquaintance,  national  fervants, 
or  pretended  friends,  acquire  at  this  time  the  difpofal  of 
an  immenfe  quantity  of  the  public  tieafure.  'I  he  Sun  is 
near  the  cufp  of  the  fixth,  juft  feperating  from  the  fextile  of 
Mars,  who  is  in  the  fourth,  in  2  8deg.  4c  min.  of  Libra  ;  the 
Moon  is  angular  in  the  tenth,  and  from  1  deg.  30  min.  of 
Taurus,  Che  is  feperating  from  the  oppofition  of  Man>  and 
trine  of  the  Sun,  and  applying  to  the  qmrtile  of  Jupiter  and 
the  trine  of  VeimSj  located -in  16 'ie6  33  m;n  of  Capricofcfi 
in  the  fixth.  Mercury  is  in  Sagitary,  void  ot courfe  much 
negociation  to  little  purpofc  till  the  next  month.  Jupiter  is 
in  8  deg.  30  min.  of  Aquarius,  in  the  cufp  of  the  OventW 
lioufe,  where  he  is  beheld' for  the  third  time  this  year,  with  a 
falubrious  trine  by  Saturn,  who  is  retrograde  in  8  deg.  39  m. 
an  Gemini,  which  fign  is  intercepted  in  the  eleventh  houfe. 
This  figure  exhibits  a  coniiderable  military  force,  abo.it  to 
embark  in  a  few  days  from  Jamaica;  where  the  people  air 
ficklv  and  in  a  ftate  of  trepidation,  Frankfort,  and  tht 
iflani  of  Mauritius  is  now  liable  to  the  intrufion  of  military 
men.  In  Europe  our  allies  the  Vendeans,  and  even  Chouans, 
(the  refufe  and  the  fcourge  of  human  kind)  will  be  difpofed 
to  end  their  predatory  war ;  and  from  this  icheme  of  the 
heavens  we  may  be  allured  that  the  emperor,  or  at  leaft 
another  of  our  allies  is  treating  for  peace.  Neverthelefs, 
tnanv  parts  of  this  tragical  year  will  be  remarkable  for  the 
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prevalence  of  illiberal  prejudices,  and  inveterate  animofities^ 
and  inconftant,  irregular,  and  inclement  flues. 

The  fignificators  of  kingdoms  and  countries  in  friendly 
afpecl:  of  each  other,  denote  the  union  of  their  councils  and 
forces;  therefore  we  have  feen,  viz.  the  4th  of  May  lair, 
Saturn  and  Mars  conjoined  in  the  firft  degree  of  Gemini, 
the  Emperor  of  Germany  condefcend  to  accept,  by  the  envoy 
we  fent  from  our  court,  near  five  millions  fterlingof  En- 
gland, for  which  he  engaged  to  profecute  the  war  with  en- 
crealing  vigour,  although  the  pacific  tendency  of  the  trines 
of  the  fuperiors,  which  happened  in  February  and  June  laft, 
has  made  all,  or  almoft  all,  the  German  Hates  clamorous  for 
a  ceffation  of  hoftilities,  during  the  greater  part  of  the  years 
The  King  of  Prufiia,  baffled  and  difcomfited  by  the  repub- 
licans bf  France,  alarmed  by  the  difcontents  of  his  fubje&s, 
arid  under  no  fmall  degree  of  apprehenfion  of  the  machi- 
velian  deligns  of  an  imperious  neighbour,  a  fiend  in  petti- 
coats, recognized  the  French  republic,  and  concluded  a 
treaty  of  amity  and  peace.  Spain  labouring  under  a  feries 
of  grevious  disappointments  and  irretreivable  defeats,  which 
were  plainly  indicated  to  us  by  the  debilitated  condition  of 
the  planet  Jupiter,  on  the  22d  of  July,  one  month  after  the 
laft  trine  of  Saturn  and  Jupiter  followed  the  example  o£ 
Pruflia;  but,  to  preferve  its  European  pofleflions,  that  def~ 
pot  was  conftrained  to  cede  to  the  victorious  republicans 
his  very  valuable  territories  of  St.  Domingo,  inftead  (as  was 
ftipulated  by  the  coalition  of  kings  at  Pilnitz)  of  being  put 
into  poffefllon  of  the  whole  of  that  extenfive  ifland  !  Hence 
we  are  of  opinion,  that  although  the  retrogradation  of  Sa- 
turn may  prevent  the  bleflings  of  peace  beirtg  reftored  to  all 
the  belligerent  powers,  ^et  his  friendly  afpecl;  to  Jupiter, 
and  both  of  them  now  located  in  humanefigns,  allure  us  that 
pacific  negociations  will  be  carried  on  to  good  effect.  Im 
regard  to  the  Germanic  powers,  u fearfulnejs  and  trembling 
are  come  upon  tkem,  and  horror  hath  overwhelmed  them,"  While 
by  the  acceptance  of  the  French  people,  of  the  republican 
conllitution,  44  we  behold  a  new  order  of  people  about  to 
arife  in  Europe,  which  (hall  give  laws  to  law-givers,  dif- 
charges  to  priefts,  and  leffons  to  Princes."  Mercury 
having  lately  palled  the  oppofition  of  Saturn,  imprefles  on  the 
mind  fome  idea  of  a  diflblution  of  the  Britifh  parliament* 

The  moon  feparating  from  the  oppofition  of  Mars,  and 
beholding  Jupiter  with  an  unfriendly  iquare,  imports  a  fpirit 
of  difcontent,  of  mutiny  and  infurreclion  in  various  parts 
of  the  world.  Mars  is  haftening  into  Scorpio,  located  in 
that  fign  Ptolomy  fays,  that  planet  denotes  a  people  "  bold, 
evil,  treacherous  &  laborious  j"  the  Dutch;  the  Genoefe,  and 
A  Venetian 
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Venetian  republics,  but  more  efpecially  Spa  i  n,  are  me- 
naced with  being  unwillingly  involved  in  new  troubles  and 
controverfies:  that  nation  has  now  cogent  reafons  to  guard 
againft  the  crafty  defigns  of  fome  incendiary  ftatefmen  ;  be- 
caufe  Mars,  after  having  afflicted  Jupiter  with  an  hateful 
iquare,  enters  the  afcendant  of  Spain  in  the  month  of  Fe- 
bruary, and  the  28th  day  of  that  month  he  encounters  Sa- 
turn with  an  oppofition  in  7  deg.  of  Gemini :  both  the  infor- 
tunes  will  at  that  time  be  pofited  near  fixed  frars,  of  a  violent 
nature,  and  of  the  firft  magnitude.  The  Sun  (from  Pifces  the 
afcendant  of  Portugal,  Galitia,  Normandy,  Bohemia,  and 
Sicily,)  at  that  time  beholding  the  celeftial  combatants,  bv  a 
quartileafpecl,  augments  the  danger, ftirring  up  confpiracies, 
and  prefages  the  burning  of  barns,  itorchoufes,  theatres,  pa- 
laces, the  linking  of  mips,  the  fall  of  high  buildings,  mortal 
accidents  by  reftive  or  enraged  animals,  and  other  fuperlative 
troubles.  The 39th of June  Mars  being  retrograde  in  20  deg.of 
Sagitary.  another  oppofition  occur  s,  w  hich  will  be  reiterated 
in  26  deg.of  the  fame  figni.  Lhe  28th  of  Auguft,  when  both 
thofe  planets  will  be  direct  in  morion.  As  great  events  have 
the  fuperior  planets  for. their  fignificators;  we  contemplate 
with  confternation  and  horror  the  pr  >Knble  effecls  of  thefe 
infuriating  rencounters  of  the  celeftial  bodi<  5.  The-!  -aders  in 
thofe  conflicts,  which  are  thus  prefigured  to  the  intelligent 
aflrologer,  will  not  have  it  in  their  power  to  detail  the  re- 
fult  of  theirlabours  in  the  laconic  manner  of  Cccfar — "Vcni ! 
vidi  !  Vici !  —  /  came  I  jaw  I  and  conquered  I     Under  the 
influence  of  Saturn  and  Gemini  are  India,  Greece,  Saxony, 
Brandenburgh,  Sweden,  Ruffia,  Piedmont,  Flanders,  Bra- 
bant, Mentz,  part  of  North  America,  Lower  Egypt,  Arabia, 
"Barbadoes,  St.  Domingo,  St.  Chriftopher's,  and  other 
iflands  in  its  vicinity;  Turkey,  Sardinia,  the  ifiands  in  the 
Mediterranean,  the  weft  and  fouth-weftof  England,  Cities  of 
London,  Bremen,  Hamburgh,  Oxford,  and  Charles  Town. 
Under  Mars  and  Sagitary  are  England,  France,  Spain, 
Silesia,  Den  mark,  Syria,  Burgundy,  Naples ,  part  of  Italy, 
Marseilles,  Toulon,  Dalmatia,  Hungary,  Britany, 
Dublin,  and  Mexico. 

Many  of  thefe  regions  and  cities  will  be  obnoxious 
to  the  calamitous  effecls  of  thofe  malilic  configurations 
of  the  malevolent  planets,  which  may  be  expe&ed  to 
be  followed  by  an  unwholefome  air,  by  fcarcity  of  fuch 
cattle  as  are  ufeful  to  mankind,  by  tedious  contentions,  po- 
litical diftra&ions,  oppreffions,  contagious  difeafes,  fub- 
teranean  commotions,  or  volcanic  cxplofions.  The  City  of 
London  which  has  fat  as  a  "  queen  among  the  nations,"  and 
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under  the  guidance  of  good  principles,  oppofed  the  Ame- 
rican war,  has,  by  patronizing  the  prefent  war,  fimilar  both 
in  its  principles  and  progrefs,  enabled  minifters  to  diifufe 
innumerable  niiferies  among  mankind;  alas!  we  tear  that 
our  metropolitan  city  will  have  caufc  to  cry  (l  Woe  is  me 

for  my  hurt*— my  icoundis  very  grievous  "  Happy  at  all  times, 
but  particularly  in  times  fo  pregnant  with  calamity,  is  the 
man,  who  lives  and  a£ts  as  under  the  all-feeing  eye  of  the 
beneficent  father  of  all,  amidft  all  the  moral  diffractions,  the 
war  of  elements,  and  the  cruih  of  ftates,  by  which  for  the 
moment  he  may  be  appalled,  he  may  fay  with  humble  but 
unfhaken  confidence  "  Thou  0  Lord  art  the  true  God  ;  thou 
art  the,  living  God,  and  an  ever  la/ling  king  :  at  thy  wrath  the  earth 

Jhal I  tremble,  and  the  nations  Jliall  not  be  able  to  abide  thine  in- 
dignation ;  but  the  eye  of  the  Lord  is  upon  them  that  fear  him,  to 
deliver  their  foul  from  death,  and  to  keep  them  alive  in  famine.  Be 
msreiful  unto  me.  0  God,  be  merciful  unto  me  ;  my  font  trujleth  hi 
thee,  and  in  the  jliadoto  of  thy  wings  voill  1 make  my  refuge,  until 

■thefe  calamities  bepajl. 

WEATHER^&c.  THIS  QUARTER. 
January,— ^Jthz  beginning  of  the  month  we  mall  have  ex- 
prefles  bring  news  of  a  pacific  nature — frofly  air,  with  fnow 
or  fleet.  The  9th  of  January,  i8h;  5m.  P,  M.  the  Sun  will 
be  eclipfed,  invifible  to  us ;  but  in  the  fouthern  regions, 
viz,  in  38deg.  45  min.  eaft  Ion.  and  lat.  21  fouth,  the  Sua 
will  be  centrically  eclipfed  on  the  meridian. — nth,  12th, 
16th,  1 8th,  more  temperate,  with  rain  or  fleet;  now  the 
Spanifli  Monarchy  will  be  fenfible  of  the  hoflile  deflgns 
of  a  crafty  flatefman  ;  —  about  this  time  we  fear  land 
floods. 

Now  from  their  rifted  chafms  the  billows  rife, 
And  foaming  burft  tumultuous  to  the  fkies  ; 
Then  roaring  dreadful  o'er  the  delug'd  plain, 
Sweep  herds  and  hinds  in  thunder  to  the  main. 
Twenty-third  to  the  end,  cold  turbulent  winds,  rain  or 
fnow  ;  —  important  lofTes  at  fea,  both  the  latter  end  of  this 
and  the  enfuing  month.  February  5th,  much  wet ;  8th  more 
warm  but  followed  by  winds  and  variable  weather  —  Bata-

Nimrod,  or  illuftrious  butcher,  u  privikdged  to  km, 
danger  of  a  fall.  As  lent  commences  fo  early,  we  may  ex- 
pect that  our  religious  ftatefmen  will  difpenfe  with  calling 
upon  us  to  "  fan&ify  a  fait,"  although  it  is  too  true 
that  they  have  done  "  the  things  which  they  ought  not  to 
have  done.'1  March,  the  beginning  of  this  month  expeft  fre- 
quent rains,  accompanied  with  fleet  or  ftorms— fome  knavifli 
mercurialift  now  finiihes  his  career  ;  in  the  Weft  Indies  the 
African  tribes  are  in  a  ftate  of  aftivity ;  in  Europe  the  Ger- 
mans are  in  motion.  12th,  to  18th,  more  moderate  weather.

The  Winter's  pall,  the  tempefts  fly, 
Soft  gales  breath  gently  thro'  the  Iky  ; 
The  lark,  fweet  warbler  !  on  the  wing, 
Salutes  the  gay  return  of  Sp  r  i  n  g  ; 

Which  takes  its  beginning  in  our  meridian  Saturday, 
March  19,  8h.  42mm.  P.  M.  at  that  time  28  deg.  of  Libra 
afcend,  and  8  deg.  of  Leo,  are  on  the  mid  heaven.  Venus, 
lady  of  the  afcendant  is  ftrong  in  6  deg.  of  Taurus,  26  deg. 
»f  that  (ign  being  upon  the  cufp  of  the  8th  houfe.  Th« 
Sun,  lord  of  the  angle  of  honour,  is  cadent  near  the  cufp 
of  the  fixth,  applying  to  the  fextile  of  Saturn  who  is  located 
in  8  deg.  of  Gemini,  (the  fign  intercepted  in  the  8th  houfe) 
and  to  the  trine  of  Mars  in  10  deg.  of  Sagittarius,  in  the 
jfecond  houfe.  The  moon  is  angular  in  14  deg.  40  min.  of 
leo,  in  the  tenth  houfe,  from  whence  Ihe  is  applying  to  the 
trine  of  Mars,  and  the  oppolition  of  Jupiter,  19  deg.  of 
Virgo,  is  upon  the  cufp  of  the  eleventh.  The  planet  Her- 
fchel is  letrogade  in  13  deg,  of  that  fign,  and  Mercury 
his  difpofitor  is  in  4  deg.  30  min  of  Pifces,  applying  to  a 
lextile  of  Venus,  the  oppolition  of  Herfchel,  and  a  quartile 
of  the  two  Infortunes.  Jupiter  is  in  the  fourth  houfe 
fwift  in  motion,  in  29  deg.  of  Aquarius  :  the  23d  day  of 
this  month  he  enters  Pifces,  his  domal  dignities  where  till 
the  latter  end  of  June,when  he  becomes  retrogarde,  he  will 
be  within  orbs  of  a  quartile  of  Saturn,  and  an  oppolition 
of  the  planet  Herfchel.  By  thefe  pofitions  and  afpe&s  of 
the  celeftial  wanderers,  we  perceive  that  the  affairs  of  Eu- 
rope, and  of  the  colonial  dependencies  of  many  European 
powers,  continue  to  be  in  a  deranged  and  perturbed  con- 
dition. From  this  fcheme  of  the  heavens  we  alfo  fee  that  a 
quantity  of  the  public  property,  to  an  unexampled

amount  is  called  for  :  we  may  alio  fear  and  expeft  that 
the  high  price  of  many  of  the  neceflaries  of  life  is  yet.  afourc 
of  difcontent.  The  bounties  of  Providence  having  been 
exhaufted  in  fupplying  immenfe  hordes  of  hirelings  *  ;  men 
continue  to  be  feelingly  reminded  of  the  old  adage,  wilful 
wafie  makes  woeful  want* 

A  king,  prince,  or  potentate,  quarrels  with  his  confort, 
is  eftranged  from  his  former  acquaintances,  or  goes  to  war 
with  his  former  aiTociates  ;  neverthelefs  embaflies,  leagues, 
treaties,  and  negociations  feem  to  be  more  attended  to  at 
this  time,  than  the  operations  of  war.  A  fovereign  who  is 
well  effected  to  the  Pope  will  be  grievoufly  chagrined  by 
licknefs  or  difappointment. 

t(  Dull  though  the  beam  our  aftronornic  eye  ; 
Beholds  a  tempeir  in  the  diftant  Iky  ; 
Dull  though  our  ken,  yet  hark  !  th'  attentive  ear 
Catches  a  thunder  growl  from  yonder  fphere  ; 
She  fees  fharp  fate  amid  the  gathering  gloom, 
A  cloud,  of  vengeance  black  with  mortal  doom. 
But  dares  not  name  the  melancholy  form, 
Whom  Fate  has  marked  the  victim  of  the  ftorm." 
Many  contentions  will  happen  concerning  religion  and  the 
clergy,  or  about  what  is  more  interefting  to  the  Hierarchy,  the 
revenues  of  the  church  ;  and  it  appears  to  us,  that  notwith- 
standing the  late  treaty,  in  which  the  rights  of  a  neutral  and 
independant  itate  to  a  free  navigation    of  the    feas,  are 
ftrangely   facrificed,  that    Ibme  fquabbling    will  happen 
between  this  country  and  North  America,  and  the  emperor 
of  Germany  and  the  Britifh  miniftry  will  have  jarrings  oft 
account  of  former  reckonings,  or  about  the  beginning  of  a 
new  fcore. 

The  fign  Aries  has  for  ages  been  underflood  to  be  Engw 
land's  afcendant,  that  fign  is  here  located  on  the  cufp  of  the 
frxth  and  feventh  houfes.  "The  afcendant  of  any  place, 5 '  fays 
the  laborious  Salmon,  "  upon  the  cufp  of  the  lixth,  fhews 
great  iicknefs  to  the  people,  and  if  it  be  upon  the  cufp  of 
the  feventh,  it  mews  wars,  contentions,  and  broils,  and 
that  the  adverfary  will  have  the  better."  We  are  inclined 
to  think  that  the  celeftial  twins  mare  in  fome  degree  with 
the  Ram,  as  Gubernator  of  Britain  ;  but  that  conjecture  will 
not  afford  us  much  confolation,  becaufe  Gemini,  with  S2- 
turn  located  therein,  is  in  the  eighth  houfe;  and  the  fame

worthy  of  obfervationthat  when  in  the  yeav  1^66  the  nlaner 
Saturn  was  laft  in  Gemini,  the  king,  in  a  fpeech  from  the 
throne,  the  nth  of  November,  informed  both  houfe*  of 
parliament,  that  the  high  price  of  grain  had  determined  him 
to  call  them  fo  early  together,  and  that  a  fpirit  of  the  mo* 
daring  inlurreaion  had  manifefted  itfelf  in  divers  part,  of 
tile  kingdom.  r 
%  Thofe  philofophers  and  patriots  who  interefl  thcmfelvea 
in  the  caufe  in  which  the  French  people  are  engaged,  will 
yet  have  reafon  to  mourn  over  their  crimes,  and  the' r 
misfortunes  Accufations  profcriptions,  and  executions, 
will  be  too  frequent  till  after  the  eifeds  of  the  great  Solar 
eclipfe  of  September,  i793,  which  will  laft  at&kall  lhrep 
years,  and  until  the  influence  of  three  oppohtions  of  the 
mahhees,  which  happen  this  year,  pafs  away.  The  dAc&'s 
ot  thofe  oppohtions  will  not  only  be  confpicuoufly  feen  in 
mundane  affairs,  but  may  be  expefted  to  be  felt  in  a  peculiar 
degree  by  thofe  perfons  who  at  the  time  of  birth,  had  either 
the  iigns  Gemini  or  Sagitary  afcending,  or  who  had  either 
Jupiter,  the  Sun,  Moon,  or  Mercury  pofited  in  the  decree* 
of  either  of  thole  figns  in  which  the  oppofitions  of  Saturn 
and  Mars  are  reiterated.

58  min.  of  Pifces's  domal  dignities*  Sa- 
turn is  in  the  weftern  angle  in  18  deg.  48  min.  of  Gemini. 
Venus  is  in  12  deg.  50  min  of  Leo,  the  fign  which  is  now 
intercepted  in  the  eighth  houfe,  from  whence  fhe  throws 
her  friendly,  but,  we  fear,  ineffectual  fextile  to  Saturn,  and 
trine  to  Mars,  who  are  advancing  wjth  unappcafable  rancour 
to  an  oppofition  from  angles;  while  the  Moon  located  in 
4  deg.  of  Capricorn,  has  juft  feparated  from  an  angular 
oppofition  of  the  Sun,  applies  to  the  Sextile  of  Jupiter  in 
the  third,  and  to  the  oppofitions  of  Mercury  on  the  cufp  of 
the  eighth  houfe.  Surely  the  political  ju^ler  of  the  day  has 
laid  Preflo,  begone  I  for  u  the  fhining  bauble  is  taken 
away,  and  the  doors  are  locked  up."  This  fcherae  of 
the  heavens  indicates  that  parliament  has  been  difTolved,  or, 
at  any  rate,  that  there  is  an  uproar  abroad  as  general  as  that 
event  can  produce.  If  courteous  reader  any  of  thofe  gen- 
tlemen who  now  fit  in  parliament,  mould  canvafs  us  for  our 
fuffrages,  let  us  tell  them  that  if  they  voted  for  the  prefent 
war  of  devaftation  andblood,  that  "  exifting  circumflances," 
warrant  us  in  previoufly  demanding  "  indemnity  for  the 
pan,  and  fecurity  for*  the  future."

Fiery  cor- 
rufcations  irradiate,  and  thunder  rends  the  fkies;  while  ter- 
reftial  agitations  alarm,  and  fudden  and  calamitious  vicifli- 
tudes,  or  conflagrations,  may  be  cxpetted  to  aftonifh  man- 
kind. 

As  the  prefervation,  and  acting  of  all  things  in  the  uni- 
vcrfe,  according  to  their  fpecial  nature  and  natural  appli-

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cation  of  one  unto  another,  are  all  from  the  powerful  and 
efficacious  influences  of  Divine  Providence,  fo  there  are 
particular  operations  of  the  fpirit  of  God  which  is  in  all, 
and  over  all,  and  above  all  things  ;  -whether  merely  natural 
and  animal,  or  rational  and  moral.  The  propagation  of 
the  fucceeding  generations  of  creatures,  and  the  annual  re- 
novations of  the  face  of  the  earth  are  afcribed  unto  him*.

fun'e,  29.  Thunder  mowers,  with  dorms  of  rain  or  hail* 
July  4,  nh.  P.  M.  there  will  be  a  folar  eclipfe,  invifible 
to  'us,  but  it  will  he  total  and  central  in  the  Meridian 
in  long.

In  a  fcheme  of  the  heavens,  ere&ed  for  that  time,  we 
have  5  deg  of  Leo  on  the  cufp  of  the  10th  houfe,  and  26 
deg.  of  Libra  are  upon  the  horofcope,  a  polition  very  fimi- 
lar  to  our  figure  of  the  vernal  ingrefs.  The  Sun  (who, 
however,  is  in  reception  with  Venus)  is  entering  the 
twelfth  houfe  afflicted  by  the  quartile  of  Saturn,  located  in 
27  deg.  40  min.  of  Gemini,  on  the  cufp  of  the  ninth, 
and  by  the  fquare  of  Mars,  in  8  deg,  40  min.  of  Capricorn, 
his  exaltation  in  the  third.  Venus,  lady  of  the  afcendant, 
is  in  the  14th  degree  of  Leo,  in  Sextile  to  Mercury,  who 
is  in  2j  deg.  of  Libra,  juft  raifing  above  the  afceri- 
dent.  Jupiter  is  letrograde  jn  5  deg.  30  min.  of  Pi  fees, 
upon  the  cufp  of  the  filth,  beheld  by  a  fextile  afpc£l  of 
Mars,  and  by  the  Moon's  femare  from  6  deg,  40  min.  of 

Gemini, 
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Gemini,  whence  me  applies  to  the  Sextile  of  Venus,  the 
trine  of  Mercury,  and  the  conjunction  of  Saturn.  Jupiter 
is  feparating  from  an  oppofition  of  the  new  Planet,  and  the 
latter  end  of  October  will  be  within  5  dcg.  and  a  half 
of  a  platic  trine  of  Saturn.  This  pofition  of  the  heavens 
argues  ill  to  the  hufbandman,  whole  hopes  we  fear,  have 
fulfered  a  deftructive  blight;  fome  mifunderltanding  be- 
tween the  military  order  and  the  executive  government  iff 
indicated,  hence  mutiny  and  riot  may  be  expected.

THERE  (hall  be  paid  for  every  coach,  &c.  with  4  wheels,  kept 
by  any  perfon  for  his  own  ufe,  or  to  be  let  out  to  hire  (except 
Hackney  coaches)  81.  yearlv,  for  the  firft  ; — 9I.  for  the  fecond  ;— 
and  where  more  are  kept,  81.  for  fir  ft,  and  iol.  for  each  after  the  firft. 

And  for  every  chaife,  &c.  having  2  or  3  wheels,  that  mall  be  kept 
hy  any  perfon  for  his  own  ufe,  or  to  be  let  out  to  hire,  the  yearly  fun* 
of  3I.  I  OS. 

Stage  Coaches  are  exempted  frem  the  additional  duties. 

Every  carriage  which  colls  under  12I.  with  left  than  four  wheels, 
drawn  by  one  horfe,  ufed  for  carrying  goods  in  the  way  of  trade,  but 
occafionally  for  the  conveyance  of  perfons,  built  wholly  of  wood  and 
iron,  without  any  covering  other  rhan  a  titled  covering,  or  any  linin°> 
and  "without  fprings,  and  which  (hail  have  the  words  M  A  taxed  Cart/' 
and  alfo  the  Owner's  name  and  place  of  abode,  there  fliall  be  paid  the 
yearly  fum  of  10s.  and  alfo  iol.  per  cent,  thereon.

Afl'efibrjl  tc  give  notice  in  writing  to  perfons  keeping  carriages  or 
horCef,  or  fervants,  to  produce,  in  fourteen  days  after  fu,  h  notice 
lifts  of  the  number  kept  by  them;  and  perfons  neglecting  to  deliver 
lifts  to  the  afleflorfhall  forfeit  10s.  and  doubly  rated— And  houfebold- 
ers  mall  deliver  lids  of  ledgers  who  keep  carriages  or  horfes,  con* 
taming  the  name  of  fuch  lodgers*  on  penaltv  of  iol.

whence  a  burden  is  to  be  carried,  or  being  rid  to  procure  medical 
amftance,  or  to  or  from  market,  or  place  of  public  worftiip,  or  elec- 
tion of  members  to  ferve  in  parliament,  or  to  or  from  any  court  of 
jnftice,  or  to  or  from  any  meeting  of  commiflioners  of  taxes. 

A  horfe,  &c.  where  the  owners  are  excufed  the  ufual  taxes  of 
church  and  poor,  are  alio  exempted. 

No  perfon  occupying  a  farm  lefs  than  70I.  a  year,  and  making  a 
livelihood  thereby,  ihall  be  chargable  for  any  horfe  occafionally  ufed 
in  riding,  if  fuch  horfe  be  really  kept  for  hulbandry.

AUCTIONEERS, 

Three- pence  half- penny  to  be  paid  in  the  ^ound  upon  all  goods 
fold  by  auction  under  the  following  defcrip'Jon,  viz.  Any  interelt  in 
reverfior.  or  poffeflion  in  any  freehold,  copyhold,  or  leafehold  lands,, 
tenements,  houfes,  or  hereditaments,  an  j  of  any  annuities  or  fums  of 
JC£r*«3f  charged  thereon,  and  of  any  u^nfiis  in  hulbandry  and  farming 
ftock,  (hips,  and  veflels,  and  of  a-jy  reverfionary  interefts  in  the  public 
funds  ;  alio  plate  and  jewels. 

Seven-pence  to  be  paid  \\\  tlie  pound  upon  all  goods  of  the  following 
defeription,  viz  Fixture*,  furniture,  pictures,  books,  horfe«,  carriage5 
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and  .ill  other  goods  and  chattels  whatfoever,  except  fuch  as  are  here- 
after exempted. 

,  The  above  duties  are  a  charge  upon  the  auctioneer  (not  the  pur- 
chafer)  for  which  he  gives  bond  for  200I.  M-ith  two  fureties,  to  pay, 
within  28  days  after  each  fale,  the  amount  of  the  faid  duties,  which 
he  muft  ftate  upon  oath. — In  the  country,  fix  weeks  are  allowed  to  pay 
in  the  duty. 

Two  days'  previous  notice  of  every  fale,  with  an  atteflcd  catalogue, 
to  be  fent  to  the  Excife  Office,  mentioning  where  and  when  the  fale 
is  to  be  made,  or  forfeit  20I.

GAME  LICENCES. 

EVERY  perfon  in  Great  Britain,  who  mall  ufe  any  dog,  gun,  net, 
or  other  engine,  for  the  taking  or  deftrucYion  of  game  (not  acting  as 
gamekeeper)  ihall  deliver  in  a  paper  or  account  in  writing,  contain- 
ing his  name  and  place  of  abode,  to  the  clerk  of  the  peace,  or  his  de- 
puty, and  annually  take  out  a  certificate  thereof,  charged  with  a 
ftamp-duty,  in  the  whole,  3I.  3s. 

Every  deputation  of  a  game-keeper  fhall  -be  regifiered  with  the 
clerk  of  the  peace,  and  fuch  game-keeper  fhall  annually  take  out 
a  cert  ficate  thereof,  charged  with  a  ftamp-duty,  in  the  whole,  xl.  is. 

Any  perfon  that  (hall  ufe  any  dog,  gun,  net,  or  engine,  for  taking, 
or  killing  of  game,  without  a  certificate,  penalty,  20}. 

Any  perfon  in  purfuit  of  game,  who  Ihall  refufe  to  produce  his 
certificate,  or  to  tell  his  name  and  place  of  abode,  or  ihall  give  in 
any  falfe  or  fictitious  name  or  place  of  abode,  to  any  perfon  requiring 
the  fame,  who  fhall  have  obtained  a  certificate,  is  liable  to  the  penalty 
©f  50I. 

The  certificates  are  not  to  authcrifc  perfons  to  kill  game  at  any 
time  prohibited  by  law,  nor  to  give  any  perfon  any  right  to  kill  game 
unlefs  fuch  perfon  (hall  be  qualified. 

The  whole  of  the  penalties  go  to  the  informer. 

HAIR  POWDER. 

FROM  and  after  May  5,  1795,  there  Ihall  be  paid  the  ftamp  duty 
following,  Every  perfon  who  fhall  ufe  or  wear  any  powder,  com- 
monly called  Hair  Powder,  of  whatever  materials  the  fame  fhall  be 
made,  (hall  previoufly  enter  his  or  her  name  and  place  of  abode,  and 
annually  take  out  a  certificate  thereof;  and  upon  every  fuch  certifi- 
cate thete  ihall  be  charged  a  {lamp  duty  of  il  19. 
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Every  fort  or  compofition  ot'po-vder  which  (hall  be  ufed  or  worn 
hy  any  perfon  as  an  article  of  his  or  her  drefs,  by  whatever  name 
tfae  fame  lhail  be  diftinguilhe^,  mail  be  deemed  hair  powder. 

Exemptions. 

Neither  (hall  it  extend  to  charge  any  clergymen  who  lhail  not  b* 
poflTefTed  of  an  annual  income  of  one  hundred  pounds,  or  upwards, 
whether  arifing  from  ejclefiaftical  preferment  or  other*  ife.  Nor  any 
preacher  of  any  congregation  of  DifTenters,  or  any  perfon  diffenting 
from  the  church  of  England  in  holy  orders,  or  pretended  holy  orders, 
entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  feveral  ftatutes  m:.de  fjr  the  relief  of 
di (Fenters  ;  or  perfons  profeffing  the  Popiih  religion;  and  who  fhall 
not  be  pottefied  of  an  annual  income  of  one  hundred  pounds,  or  up- 
wards, however  arifing. 

Neither  mail  the  act  extend  to  charge  any  fubaltern  or  non-com - 
miflioned  officer,  or  private  man,  in  the  army,  artillery,  militia,  ma- 
rines, corps  of  engineers,  or  fencible  corps  nor  any  officer  employed 
in  the  navy  under  the  rank  of  commander  ;  nor  any  officer  or  private 
man  in  any  corps  of  yeomanry  or  volunteers,  either  cavalry  or  infan- 
try, voluntarily  enrolled  for  the  defence  of  the  kingdom  during  the 
war. 

Alfo  any  perfon  who  (hall  have  more  than  two  daughters  unmar- 
ried thill  be  at  liberty,  on  paying  du'y  for  two  of  the  number,  to  re- 
ceive a  certificate  for  the  whole  number,  without  paying  any  more. 
Penalty. 

If  any  perfon  fhall  ufe  or  wear  as  an  article  of  his  or  her  drefs, 
any  hair-powder,  without  having  obtained  a  certificate,  fuch  perfon 
fhall  forfeit  20I. 

And,  to  difcoverwhat  perfons  ufe  hair-powder,  it  is  enacted,  that  the 
Purveyors  of  the  duties  on  houfes  and  windows  (hall,  within  fourteen 
days  after  the  5th  day  of  AprP,  yearly,  give  notice  that  at  the  dwelling 
houfe  of  every  perfon  to  prepare  a  lift  in  writing  of  the  name  of  each 
perfon  refident  in  fuch  houfe,  and  liable  to  the  duty,  who  (hall,  within 
the  year  ending  the  5th  of  April  preceding,  have  ufed  or  worn  hair- 
powder  ;  and  if  any  fuch  occupier  mail  neglect  to  make  out,  fign,  and 
deliver,  fuch  lift,  or  to  make  fuch  declaration,  or  fhall  omit  any  per- 
fon who  fhall,  to  his  or  her  knowledge,  have  ufed  or  worn  hair-pow- 
der, he  lhail  forfeit  20I.

EVERY  hawker,  pedlar,  petty  chapman,  and  every  other  trading 
perfon  or  perfons,  going  from  town  to  town,  or  to  other  men's  houfes 
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and  travelling  either  on  foot,  or  with  horfef?,  or  otherwife,  in  Eng- 
land, Wales,  or  the  town  of  Berwick-,  upon  Tweed,  carrying  to  felly, 
or  expofing  to  fale,  any  goods,  wares,  or  merchandizes,  (hall  pay  a; 
duty  of  4I.  per  annum. 

Every  perfon  fo  travelling  with  a  horfe,  afs,  or  mule,  or  other  bead 
bearing  or  drawing  burthen,  the  additional  fum  of  4I.  yearly  for* 
each  beaft,  over  and  above  the  former  duties. 

Hawkers  to  mark  on  every  pack,  box,  b?g,  trunk,  cafe,  cart,  wag- 
gon, or  other  vehicle  of  conveyance,  every  room  or  (hop  in  which 
they  fhall  trade,  and  likewile  upon  every  hand  bill  or  adveitifement 
which  they  (hall  distribute,  "  Licenfed  Hawker,* 'wiaj  the  number,, 
name,  or  other  mark,  of  distinction,  written  or  printed  upon  the  re- 
fpeclive  licenfes,  in  large  Roman  capitals,  under  a  penalty  of  10I.  fox' 
every  ctfence,  Unlicenfed  perfuns  fo  marking  their  packs,  &c.  to 
forfeit  iol. 

Hawkers  felling  fmuggle^  goods,  or  goods  fraudulently  procured, 
either  by  themfelvesot  others,  with  their  privity  or  knowledge,  mull 
forfeit  their  licenfes,  and  for  ever  be  incapable  of  obtaining  a  new 
licenfe,  over  and  above  the  penalties  inflicted  on  illegal  trafficking. 

Nothing  contained  in  this  act,  authorife?  any.  hawker,  &c.  to  open 
a  room  or  fhop,  and  expofe  to  fale  any  goods-,  by  retail,  in  any  town,, 
or  place,  iuch  perfna  not  being  a  heufehoirier  there,  or  the  lame  not' 
being  an  ufual  place  ot  his  <  her  refidcnce,  or  of  his  or  her  carrying, 
on  bufmefs,  to  vend  or  feii?  v.wiifoever,  by  any  mode  of  fale  at  auc- 
tion, on  the  penalty  ol  50I.  /or.  every  offence. 

Every  perfon  forcing  or  travelling  with  a  forged  or  counterfeit  Ji- 
cence  mall-  forfeit  rool. 

Every  perfon  lending  or  letting  his  licence  to  hire,  and  every  per- 
fon travelling  ot  trading  with  a  borrowed  licence,  fhall  forfeit  40I. 

It  mall  be  lawful  for  any  perfon  whatfoever  to  feizo  and  detain  any 
hawker  who. mail  be  found  trading  without  a  licence,  or  (hall  refufe 
to  p»oduce  to  fuch  perfon  a  licence  according  to  this  act. 

The  claufe  restricting  hawkers  from  felling  in  market  towns,  ex* 
cept  on  a  fair  or  market  day,  is  repealed. 

It  fhall  not  be  lawful  for  any  hawker  to  vend  his  wares  in  any  place, 
by  virtue  of  any  licence,  in  cafe  the  general  quarter  lemons  fhall  have 
made  an  order  that  hawkers  (hall  not  have  liberty  to  vend  their  goods 
in  fuch  p'ace,  upon  pain  ot  forfeiting  iol. 

Nothing  in  this  act  mail  extend  to  prohibit  any  perfons  frpm  felling 
any  printed  papers,  Jicenfed  by  authority,  or  any  fifh,  fruits,  or  vic- 
tuals, no*  to  hinder  any  perfons  who  are  the  real  workers  or  makers 
of  any  goods,  .wares,  or  manufactures  of  Great  Britain,  or  his,  her,  or 
their  children,  apprentices,  agents,  or  fervants,  from  carrying  abroad, 
expofing  to  fale,.  and  felling,,  by  retail  or  otherwife,  any  of  the  faid 
jp>odg,  wares,  or  manufactures,  in  any  mart,  market,  or  fair,  and  in 
every  city,  borough, t^wn  corporate,  and  market  town;  nor  any  tinkers, 
coopers,  glaziers,  plumbers,  harnefs-menders,  or  other  perfons  ufually 
trading  in  mending  kettles,  tubs,  houfehold  goods,  or  hamefs  whatfo- 
ever, from  going  aboux  and  carrying  with  him  or  them  proper  mate- 
rials for  mending  the  fame. 

No  wholefale  dealer  in  Britifh  goods,  felling  by  wholetale  only 
from  houfe  to  houfe,  to  be  deemed  a  hawker.

It  any  perfon  mall  import  any  book,  re-printed  in  any  other  coun- 
try^ or  lhall  knowingly  expofe  or  have  in  his  pofleinon  for  fal«,  any* 
fuch  books,  the  fame  (hall  be  forfeited  (  and  the  perfon  fo  offending 
lhall  forfeit  iol.  and  double  the  value  of  each  copy. 

Makers  of  paper,  &c.  are  to  make  entry  of  every  place  ufed  in  the 
making,  drying,  or  keeping  paper,  &c.  or  any  materials,  and  oi  all 
utenfils,  or  forfeit  50I.  with  the  paper,  materials,  and  uterfils.
